In our Saturday's iisuc, \»o alluded to the 
diffisultiei undtr whioh Vancouver Island has 
labored, through ita want in the Assembly 
of "representative man." We do not use the 
(arm exactly in the Emersonian sense, but 
•imply to convey the idea of the unrepresenta- 
tive ihoricter of tho members of the Legia" 
latuie. We wish now to discuss the gene- 
ral principles which should be laid down to | will come up 
milita'e somewhat against this evil. In the 
first place, we know that In a small commu- 
nity the probability of obtaining clever men, 
il infinitely less than in a large one ; but we 
know at the same time, that the interests of 
the former are much less complex than those 
ot tho latter, and thai it may be conceded as 
a general rule that every community is ca- 
pable of attending to its own wants. There 
may, however, be artificial obstacles created 
by which the voiee of the whole community 
cannot bo heard, nnd when this is the case, 
we may also pot it down as a rule that tho 
interests of the community are either ignor- 
aally or wil'olly ignored. In Tunootiver Is- 
land we have, unfortunately, this barrier 
which stands betwoun thu governed and 
their tulers. The old Hudson's Bay Company 
House of Assembly of 1839, decreed, in, its 
wisdom, that no man should sit in the 
House who did not possess landed pro- 
party to the valuo of £301). The 
clause worked admirably ; for the principal 
men who held land to that amount were em- 
ploy^s of or those oonnectad with the Com 
pany, and the cooseqaonee was at tho first 
general election wo had a very respectable 
Hudson'sjBay Company House that was in 
no degree inrlnenced by tho vulgar prejudice 
against the far trading body. It is needless 
now to show what that House, through its 
studied B'jpinentss, has cost the country. 
Tho present condition ol the Crown 
Lands is one of its profkablo frails. 
Power is sweet, aud so, although other 
landed proprietors gradually tumbled into 
the Assembly, they were especially earefal 
to guard against opening wider the represen 
tative door, lest the range of public choico, 
by being thus extended, would leave them 
at the next election iu that position of privaoy 
more congenial to their general capacity as 
well as publio interest. It was this narrow 
and selfish view which created and main- 
tained the obnoxious qualification. Had the 
clause been inserted to guard the public 
•gaiust " penniless udvonturers " or persons 
who had no interest in the country, however 
much wo might laugh at the absurdity of 
supposing that suoh a class could ever obtain 
lha auflfrages of the voters, we could excuse 
the mombera on the ground of inexperience 
of human nature as well as of publio life ; 
but it was for no such reason tho quantisa- 
tion was introduced, el«e house properly 
would havo been aa much a mark of 
•ligibility as a piece of land. The great idea 
was to tircumsoriba the ohoice ot represent* 
lives, and tho result has proved, how effectual 
was the method. Through this ciausa wo are 
to-day compelled to accept almost any land 
qualified person who has presumption enough 
to offer himself. Men who never knew 
what legislation meant, come forward and 
modestly solicit the poople to make them 
legislators. It is not very long since that 
oae of lhe present members ol the House — 
a gentleman who, we are glad *.o say. is now 
bettor conversant with matters and things — 
bad the candor to acknowledge is the voters 
at the hustings that "he really knew nothing 
abeut politics ;" but thai was no disqualig 
cation, and ho was returned, to do some- 
thing of which he knew nothing, beoause 
there was no choice. Tbe injurious ten- 
dency of this limited field ol selection is not 
confined merely to lbs) people. The Govar- 
nor by il is rendered almost powerless in the 
exorcise of some of his most important pre- 
rogatives. Should a crisis ariie demanding 
au appeal to lha people, tbe same men would 
be returned, and His Excellency would find 
himself again laoe to lace with probably an 
unpopular and dangerous Assembly. 

This and other evils thai restrain public 
opinion will, in the course- of time, cease to 
exist; bsi iu the intarim we must adopt the 
most praotiesblo method for making an un- 
representative body, ah nearly ns possible, 
the echo of the popular voice. In oldor com- 
munities, aud where the range of candidates 
is extensive, the representative is allowed a 
wide latitude in bis legislative aets. He is 
not supposed to rr.roly represent the views ol 
his constituents; but in tho majority of cues 
to act, according to hia own judgment, — the 
generally coaoeived idea being, if we accept 
Whately nnd hia brother political econo- 
mists, that the representative is tho 
wisest man in lha community, and then 
fore, in all ordinary cases, thu most 
tit to sjive an opinion. It is scarcely neces- 
sary !o fay thai the conclusion does not apply 
hore; because the premiss is in our case in- 
corract. Our representatives are not the 
smartest parsons in the community, nnd 
consequently should not have a carte blanche 
in Ihoir legislative duties. They ure mostly 
isexperienced men in law-making, and by no 
means acquainted with the wants and rn- 
<mir«ments of tho country. if the questiou 
weio propounded to-morrow, to each of the 
members individeally, what he conceived to 
bo the best eourje for selilin,; up the conn- 
try and developing its latent wealth, how 
many would be able in return a satisfactory 
answer, or in fact a relevant answer at nil 1 
Tho same might be said ol the candidates 
who aspire to legislative honors. They are 
generally speaking quid, plodding men. who 
know when their tenant or their customer is 
paying them a dollar loo short— exemplary 
men if you will as privulo citizens— but in 
nine eases out or ten unequal to the task 
they assume. It is, therefore, necessary, 
elaea we must have these men as our repre- 
sentatives, that they should bo schooled bo- 
Xoio they go into tho House— thai, in faot, 
thu sysleru of " pledges," which is nnt.ns we 
liawii said, iu accorduoeo geuerolly wilh tho 
political economists of older countries, should 
bo adopted. It is lha only protection tha 
voter «au have, and, strunge to ray, thn best 
jirotootion for the representative himself; fur 
•il will oare him of'.on from beiug seduced by 
tbo sussive poo-art of a brothor member into 
Ibe wronf pathway W» have had, un 



fortunately, too much experience of Ihli 
plastic chnraotctistio iu our House of As- 
sembly. The position of representative may 
be lh»s rendered less dignified ; but it is tho 
narrow-minded policy of iho membors thnt 
has made it a necessity ; nnd dignity must 
givo may lo public interest. In the future, 
therefore, lei tho voters, even in their limited 
choice, insist on tho candidate's pledging 
himBelf to curry out their particular views 
on important questions. Let no man, if they 
ran help it, go into the House without 
Ihcse necessary trommels. By this moans, 
out of very crudu materials, we may arrive 
in a littlo time nt something like u thorough- 
ly representative Assembly, and one that 
will, by extending the franchise and 
widening the eligibility ol membership lor 
lhe Assembly do honor to itself unci honolit 
the oounlry. In the present House we 
have a few liberal and intelligent members 
willing to strengthen the bonds of tho poople 
by plnc'ng our representative system on a 
broader basis ; let tho voters «t Iho eloctions 
which are about to lake place, see llml the 
successful candidates are of lhe progressive, 
not tho retrogressivo school, and thnt Ihey 
are pledged to assist the liberal members of 
tho House iu currying out our necessary 
politicul reforms, as well as the opinions ol 
Iho publio on the two vital questions that 
before ihu House — lhe Crown

A REMARKABLE SHIPWRECK. 



The following letter is writlen by Mr, Jacobs, 
United Slates Consul General at Calcutta. Its 
statements would be incredible, were Hioy less au- 
thoritatively Touched for :— 

Calcutta, April 20, 1884. 
The following i» tho statement of William Pal 
mcr, late second ollieor on the ill-fated Klvilio, re- 
ferred to in my letter of the Kith iust. :— 

Tlio Hlvina left Calevitta December 32nd, bound 
for Huston. Fair and prosperous winds attondiug, 
moved them across tho Uquator in twenty-four 
days after losing sight of the landheads. The 
south-easter sprang up in six south, and all went 
pleasantly until tho afternoon of iho 2'Jtli. The 
wind (juiie fresh during the day, at t, p. in., blew 
a gale, gradually Increasing in strength aaetnn- 
nig came on, und so continued throughout the 
night. livery precaution at the commencement 
had been taken, the light sails and sticks sunt 
down from tho tops and secured on tlio cabin's 
mof, the other sails closely reefed, yet the ship 
hounded on ns if lifted bodily from tho water. 

At three on the morning of the 30 1 Is , tlio spare 
main-top broke loose from ils lashings, and roll- 
ing back and forth over tho deck, novo in the ca 
bin doors, the laBarctlo, the watersmsks amidships, 
broke down the stanchions and bulwarks, and fin- 
ally went overboard, pounding heavily against the 
sides. Kverytuing within reach of the fatal stick 
was made a perfect wreck— torrents of "Jter 
poured from the hug* casks into the cabin, nnd 
down upon the lowor dock— the damage was done 
in a mimical.
